1. The prior art, including the disclosures of Van Hoof et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
7,080,238), Wallace et al. ("Threaded Multiple Path Execution"), has not taught or 
render obvious consecutive operation steps of an operation comprising multiple 
operation steps being executed on a context for consecutive stages and wherein the 
contexts are unconditionally moved from one stage to the next each clock cycle as 
recited in independent claim 10 (in combination with all other features of claim 10).
